New Chwang, May 1C.—(1'illetfn) ~ 


The Russian authorities here admit 
that the railway to Port Arthur has 
practically ceased 
working. 
The 


wires are also interrupted as no tele 
gram has been received from Port 
Arthur for three days past.- 


Word reached here today that the 


Japanese dispatch boat Miyako struck 
a mine and was destroyed in Kerr Bay 
yesterday. . There were eight causual- 
ties. 


REPORT OF CRUISER'S LOSS. 
Washington, May 16.—(Bulletin)— 


The Japanese cruiser 
Miyako 
has 


been sunk by a Russian mine. This 
statement is made in an official dis- 
patch to the Japanese legation hero 
from Tokio, as follows: 


"Admiral Kataoka reports that on 


May HJ our torpedo boafc flotilla con- 
tinued its sea sweeping operations 
under cover of the fleet. Tho enemy 
constructed temporary batteries on 
the promontory 
between 
placed six 


field guns, besides a hastily construct- 
ed fort. 
With one company of sol- 


diers they stubbornly resisted our at- 
tack. 


"Our torpedo flotilla -lefying the en- 


emy's Sre, carried cut the operations 
and destroyed five mines laid by the 
enemy. 
Unfortunately one 
of 
the 


mines destroyed and sunk our cruiser 
Miyaka. In this accident six men were 
wounded" "besides the iwo who were 
killed, during the fight. 


FIRST. RUSSIAN NAVAL SUCCESS. 


Liaoyang, 
May 
14.—(Delayed 
in 


Transmission)—The 
Russian 
fleet 


scored its first distinct naval success 
of the war on May 30, by the torpedo 
ing and crippling, though not the sink- 
ing of an. armored Japanese cruiser 
in Talienwan bay. 


The Russian attack was carefully 


planned on May 10, while the Japan- 
ese squadron was concentrated out- 
side Dalny, devoting its whole atten- 
tion to Talienwan bay, and was car- 
ried out the same night. 


The attacking force was not a reg- 


ular torpedo boat, 
but was only a 


small naptha launch in command of a 
young naval officer, who had with him 
three jackies. 
The launch mounted 


a small machine gun.and carried three 
torpedoes. 


When darkness feli the launch boat 


crept out of Port. Arthur, hugging the 
s-hore, with no lights aboard and no 
glow from the engines to betray her 
presence. It was late when she gain- 
ed the outer line of the Japanese 
squadron. 


Slipping through the torpedo boat 


pickets and se'octing the nearest war- 
ship, a big armored cruiser, she stole 
toward her and succeeded in exploding 
against her side a single torpedo. 


A deafening roar followed the ex- 


plosion, which echoed far ashore. Im- 
mediately flames enveloped the cruis- 
er, which evidently was barly crip- 
pled. 


The crew of the cruiser was seen 


to be fighting the fire, which they at 
last succeeded 
in extinguishing. A 


si&ter ship took the damagexl vessel in 
tow and disappeared to the 
south- 


oast. 


The launch escaped the hot fire di- 


rected against her by the Japanese 


ships, but, being uuable to return to 
Port Arthur, or to get into Dalny, she 
was beached not far from Dalny. 


' Only a few of the higher officers 


•were aware of the plan, tfc* success 
of which depended upon secrecy. 


The achievement raised the spirits 


of the Russians afloat and ashora, and 


hero of the exploit, was feted and rec 
onr.mentled for the cross of St. G<»rge. 


The Russians- on May 11, apprehend- 


ing that the presence of a Japanese 
squadron meant an attempt to capture 
Dalny, blew up the piers and quietly 
evacuated the placet

and 29 Cortlandt street, New York, is 
an advertising philosopher wfco has ap- 
plied his stock of common horse sense 
to every detail of his business with as- 
tonishing success. His fame as a mer- 
chant is extensive. As a witty judge 
of human nature it Is limited to the 
:rade, bis employees and his friends. 
Tom Murray and George W. Loft are 
analogies as judged by advertising 
lights. They prove again what can be 
accomplished with a small capital when 
the right business methods are allied 
to advertising- even in these days of 
sharp competition. 


As an example of Mr. Loft's sagac- 


ity and wit the following story as told 
to a Printers' Ink reporter is worthy 
of notice: 


"The average duration of a courtship 


between a man and a woman is, rough- 
ly speaking, one year. 
The average 


term of married life is twenty-one 
years.

luxury and a staple. A retailer of can- 
dy is naturally in competition with ev- 
ery other candy store in the city, and 
there must be several thousands of 
them. Loft's not only does this, but it 
successfully competes with every can- 
dy store within a radius" of thirty-five 
miles around New York. The wonder- 
ful success of the Loft stores is due to 
something more than a surface reason. 
It is interesting to hear Mr. George "W. 
Loft explain it himself: 


"I reasoned that if dry goods stores 


could buy and sell candy and pay ad- 
vertising bills the manufacturers ought 
to do still better. 


"Our first advertising venture was a 


twenty-eight line space in the New 
York Journal five years ago. This was 
soon increased to fifty-six lines. We 
kept at it more or less regularly, but it 
was six months before there were any 
noticeable results. On a number of oc- 
casions we became discouraged and 
threatened to give it up. Something 
induced us to hold on, though, and aft- 
er seven or eight mouths the returns 
began to look promising, and we in- 
creased the space and frequency of our 
advertising in proportion to the In- 
crease in business.

I believe it's as 
new and full of promise today as ever. 


"I believe advertising should be in- 


creased in proportion to the increase 
in business. The ratio, of course, be- 
comes different. 
The more goods we 


sell the less our advertising costs in 
proportion. 
It is an investment in 


which the gains are compounded. Con- 
sequently it would be worse than folly 
to discontinue. 


"Last Christmas eve the number of 


customers waited on in our two stores 
was 40,000. 
We had to turn away 


many without serving them. It was 
Simply impossible to supply all who 
came. I knew beforehand that both 
our stores would be filled during the 
ante-Christmas week and Christmas 
eve without advertising, but it has 
been a matter of principle with us not 
to allow a break in our advertising.

GOOSE STUFFING. 


4 Town Whose InUOBtry Is the De- 


velopment of Uoose Liver. 


The raisiug, stuffing and shipping of 


teese have become quite a large indus- 
try in the vicinity of Watertown. Wis., 
and about 90,000 pounds of stuffed 
geese and about 3H3.000 pouuds of 
stall fed geese are shipped annually 
from there to all parts of this country. 
The demand for stuffed geese is ia- 
creasiug ali the time, and tbe shippers 
of this class of poultry claim it is not 
possible to fill all their orders unless 
these are placed early in the fall. The 
geese have to undergo the 
stuffing 


process to produce abnormally large 
livers. 


In stuffing the goose the feeder holds 


it between his knees and forces the 
noodles down into its throat, but each 
noodle must first be dipped into warm 
water to make it more slippery. Dur- 
ing the first week eight noodles are 
thus given three times a day, and dur- 
ing tbe second week the same number 
are given four times every day. From 
then on the stuffing has to be done 
every three or four hours, night and 
day, and each time six or seven noo- 
dles are forced down. The geese have 
by this time accumulated so much fat 
and the liver has expanded to such 
proportions that they 
have to be 


watched continuously, as some are lia- 
ble to choke and thus prove a total" 
loss. 
The entire household is called 


upon, and -every man, woman and 
child has to take turns and sit up and 
attend to-the geese. 


At last, when ready for market, the 


geese are killed, and the feathers on 
the breast and belly must be picked 
immediately, 
while the 
bodies are 


warm; otherwise the very tender skin 
would' be torn or damaged, and this 
would allow tbe thick layer of the pre- 
cious goose fat to ooze out. The- Wings 
and back parts of the fowl can be 
picked more easily and are first dipped 
into hot water to facilitate the process. 
After they are thoroughly picked the 
heads, wings and legs are tied together 
on tbe back and the birds hung up in a 
coid place .aud allowed to freeze solid. 


Prepared in this way they are very 


appetizing looking. Their size is enor- 
mous. 
In weight they range from 


twenty to twenty-eight pounds each, 
some extra large ones weighing from 
thirty-four to tliirty-six pounds. The 
livers are generally very large, cover- 
ing an ordinary soup plate, and'sorne 
weigh over three and one-half pounds. 
—Leslie's Weekly.

The 
only solace offered by the management 
was to fix tbe lapsed act for the after- 
noon next but one, for which tickets 
were issued free as the -audience left 
the theater. 


Relative Danger of Slnchlnery. 
Statistics collected in Germany have 


shown that 28 per cent of the acci- 
dents caused by machinery used for 
industrial purposes, such as manufac- 
turing, were due to defects in the ma- 
chines and to lack of proper safe- 
guards. On the other band, over 40 pel- 
cent of the accidents occurring with 
agricultural machinery were traceable 
to those causes. Accordingly there is a 
call for the use of improved safety de- 
vices upon all machines used on the 
farm. Feed cutting machinery is found 
to be particularly liable to cause acci- 
dents. 
A considerable majority of 


those injured by agricultural machines 
are children and youths.

Then I took the picture home and con-" 
fessed the whole matter to my wife.

When there was a lull I set to work

African Explorer's Novel Ex- 


perience With an Actor.

Ho-rr He Exhibited It In Dealing 


With a Crafty Savase Chief \VJio 
Tried to Overreach Him—Another 
Chiefs View* of Stanley's Wlve». 
The Explorer'* Slant Memorable Ex- 
perience. 


Here are some anecdotes of the late 


Sir Uenry Morton Stanley, the famous 
African explorer: 


"A number of years ago when travel- 


ing in Europe, W. J. Florence, the 
actor, thought it would be the proper 
thing for the American colony in Paris 
to give a banquet to the distinguished 
one time American, says a writer In 
the Kansas City Star. One day while 
hard at work planning the dinner some 
one shouted in his ear: 


" 'Hello, Bill, what are you doing:' 


• "Florence noticed that the voice had 
a familiar ring, but he didn't recognize 
the newcomer, who was a slightly 
shabby individual with a gray mus- 
tache, but he replied: 


" 'Getting up a dinner, don't you see?' 
"'What is it all about—some 


Htical affair?' 


" 'Oh, nothing much, just planning a 


reception for Stanley. He'll be here in 
a day or two.' 


" 'Well, he'll probably be well pleas- 


ed with his layout. He ought to be, 
anyhow.1 


"As Florence couldn't make out his 


visitor he started to ask questions. He 
asked his visitor what he was doing 
in Paris. 'Just run over on a little 
pleasure trip,' was the reply. He ask- 
ed his strange guest where they had 
met, but received an evasive answer. 
There was absolutely no locating the 
man. Finally the newcomer explained 
that he would like a ticket to the 
banquet 
Florence thought that was 


going it pretty strong, but he said he 
might arrange it somehow and asked 
for a card so that he might know 
where to send the tickets. The stranger 
didn't have any card. He guessed he'd 
drop around and stay a little while at 
the dinner anyhow. 


"That was too much, and Florence 


said: 'I don't know about that, I am 
sure. You see it's very select and the 
invitations are all printed and the or- 
ders for the plates have gone in. But 
if it is of very much importance we 
might arrange it. What is your name, 
please?" 


"A loud langh was the reply. 'They 


call me Henry M. Stanley,' said the 
strange .visitor. 
'I knew, Florence, 


that you didn't know me all of the 
time. I don't blame you though, for 
I have changed a good deal, and no 
one seems to know me on this side of 
the water.' 


"And that is how Stanley barely es- 


caped being snubbed by not being in- 
vited to his own dinner .in Paris." 


Herbert Ward told this story illus- 


trating Stanley's readiness of resource 
in dealing with a crafty savage trying 
to overreach him: When the explorer 
reached Stanley Pool on his last ex- 
pedition to Africa the big Bateke chief 
Ngalyema, who figured conspicuously 
in Stanley's book on the Kongo State, 
came to him demanding a big present 
on the ground that some of his carriers 
had taken bananas from his planta- 
tion. Stanley had good reason to be- 
lieve the wily ivory trader was lying, 
and he did not propose to fall into his 
trap. Almost any one else would have 
told the chief he was a prevaricator, 
and there would have been an angry 
discussion and bnd feeling on all sides, 
but that was not Stanley's way. 
He 


at once summoned all his men into line 
and walked up and down in front of 
it with the chief, asking him to pick 
out the culprits. 
Ngalyema said be 


could not do it 


"Now, look here, Kgalyema," said 


Stanley, "how can I pay you for stolen 
bananas unless you give me proof that 
my men have stolen them, and how 
can I punisli thieves unless I know 
who they are?

A RATION PACK. 


Proponed Equipment Before an In- 


fantry Examining Board. 


The infantry board at Fort Leaven- 


worth is examining n new equipment 
for carrying army rations, designed by 
Captain Alexander M. Davis of the 
subsistence department, to take the 
place of the old haversack, canteen, tin 
cup and meat ration can, says the New 
York Post. The equipment is made of 
canvas and contains three pocket com- 
partments. It is held by hooks to the 
new clip belt and fitted to_lhe soldier 
by shoulder straps and distributes the 
weight equally on the hips. 


There are one large and two small 


compartments. 
The large pocket for 


cavalry and mounted officers fits on 
one side of the saddle and the two 
small ones on the other. The tins car- 
ry three days' ordinary rations and 
two extra emergency, making five clays' 
rations in all. An ingenious device 
with the new outfit is the intrench- 
ment tool, which is said to resemble 
an Indian tomahawk. The cutting, or 
hatchet edge, is on one side and the 
pointed, or pick edge, on the other. On 
the end of the hoodie is a brass screw 
head, to which the baker or top of the 
new meat can is attached, which makes 
an engineer's shovel. The shovel top 
can he nsed for baking and the bottom 
for a boiling pot 


The old canteen cup is replaced by 


a tin bottle of thf telescope order and 
can be taken apart and used as a cnp. 
This new equipment will be given n 
practical test along with the old one 
in a couple of days' march by soldiers.
